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Making  a  change 


About  2  million  Iraqi  Kurds  and  other  minorities 
fled  north  of  Iraq  on  April  1991  when  Kurdish  rebels 
in  the  north  and  Shiite  Muslim  rebels  in  the  south 
failed  to  oust  President  Saddam  Hussein  in  the  af- 
termath of  the  Persian  Gulf  War.  At  least  6,700  of 
the  Iraqi  refugees  died  fleeing  to  the  Turkish  border. 

The  most  common  causes  of  death  among  the 
Kurds  tvere  diarrhea,  respiratory  infections  and 
trauma,  the  Center  for  Disease  Control  reported. 
And  63  percent  of  all  deaths  occurred  among  chil- 
dren under  age  five. 

Military  units  from  the  United  States  and  at  least 
seven  other  countries  participated  in  a  relief  effort 
along  with  civilian  agencies  from  about  20  countries . 
The  relatively  quick,  cooperative  response  helped 
keep  the  death  rate  as  low  as  it  was.  "There  were 
U.S.  soldiers,  Dutch  nurses  and  Red  cross  workers 
working  side  by  side.  There  was  very  little  friction," 
Dr.  Michael  J.  Toole  of  the  CDC's  International 
Health  Program  Office  said.

Magic  Johnson,  whose  beaming  smile 
and  sparkling  piny  entertained  basket- 
ball fans  for  more  than  a  decade,  an- 
nounced on  November  7,  1991,  that  he 
had  tested  positive  for  the  AIDS  virus  and 
was  retiring. 

"Because  of  the  HIV  virus  I  have  at- 
tained, I  will  have  to  announce  my  retire- 
ment from  the  Lakers  today,"  Johnson 
told  reporters  at  the  Forum,  where  he 
played  for  12  superstar  seasons  with  the 
Los  Angeles  Lakers. 

"1  plan  on  going  on,  living  for  a  long 
time,  "  he  said.  Johnson  said  he  would 
become  an  AIDS  activist  and  campaign 
for  safe  sex. 

More  that  just  a  basketball  star  who 
led  the  Lakers  to  five  NBA  champion- 
ships, Johnson  is  a  philanthropist,  a 
prominent  corporate  spokesman  and  a 
role  model  for  young  people.  His  broad 
grin,  familiar  nickname  and  electrifying 
ability  have  made  him  familiar  to  people 
around  the  world. 

"I'm  going  to  go  on,  I'm  going  to  have 
fun,"  he  insisted,  displaying  some  of  the 
irrepressible  zest  for  life  that  he  brought 
daily  to  the  basketball  court. 

Johnson,  whose  given  name  is  Earvin, 
received  his  nickname  from  a  Lansing, 
Michigan,  sportswriter  after  a  36-point, 
18-rebound,  16-assist  performance  in 
high  school. 
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Freedom  at  Last 


Terry  Anderson  emerged  on  December  4,  1991,  from 
the  dark  hole  of  6  1/2  years  of  captivity  in  Lebanon  and 
ivas  handed  over  to  U.S.  officials,  ending  a  brutal  hos- 
tage ordeal  for  both  himself  and  the  United  States. 

T?  hen  asked  what  had  kept  him  going  in  captivity, 
Anderson,  the  chief  Middle  East  correspondent  for  the 
Associated  Press,  said  it  was  his  companions,  his  faith 
and  his  stubbornness. 

"You  just  do  what  youhave  to  do, "  he  said.  "You  wake 
up  every  day  and  summon  up  energy  from  somewhere, 
and  you  get  through  the  day,  day  after  day  after  day. " 

Anderson,  44,  the  longest-held  Western  hostage,  came 
to  personify  the  long-running  hostage  ordeal.  Asked  if  he 
had  any  lust  words  for  his  kidnappers,  he  rolled  his  eyes 
and  said:   "Goodbye." 

The  freedom  of  Anderson  marked  the  end  of  a  hostage 
saga  that  haunted  two  American  presidencies. 

He  was  the  13th  and  last  American  captive  freed  since 
Shiite  extremists  in  1984  launched  a  campaign  of  seizing 
foreigners  in  Lebanon  to  drive  out  Western  influence 
which  they  claimed  corrupted  the  nation.  Many  of  the 
Americans  were  tortured  and  beaten  during  their  cap- 
tivity, and  three  died.

Phillips 
has  used  his  ability  of  attracting  funds  for  Union  College 
to  improve  the  campus.

Turner  spoke  about  the  struggles  of  blacks  during 
his  childhood  years.

"Dr.  King  believed  that  a  person  can  stand  no  taller 
than  when  he  bends  down  to  help  someone,"  said 
Turner. 

During  the  convocation,  Dr.  Turner  presented 
President  Phillips  with  a  gift  of$l  ,000  to  be  put  in  to  a 
scholarship  in  the  name  of  Lucy  Jones,  a  teacher  who 
was  a  great  influence  to  Turner  when  he  was  in  college. 
The  gift  was  matched  2-to-l  for  a  total  scholarship  of 
$3,000. 
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New  Macintosh  Computer  Lab 


On  Nov.  19th,  a  new  computer  lab  uas  opened  in 
Centennial  Hall.  The  Macintosh  Lab,  the  first  of  its 
kind  at  Union  College,  uas  intended  for  use  mainly  as 
a  writing  lab  for  English  students,  primarily  those  in 
freshman  composition  and  100-level  classes,  but  will 
also  be  made  available  toall  students  cluing  designated 
time  periods. 

"Fundingfor  the  lab  came  through  various  sources," 
English  professor  Dr.  Diane  Ferris  said.  The  first 
source  ivas  a  five-year  matching  grant  given  by  the 
Teagle  Foundation.  This  grant  supplies  Union  ivith 
$50,000  for  every  $50,000  that  the  college  is  able  to 
raise. 

The  new  lab  is  networked  with  20  computers  for 
students,  one  instructor's  computer,  and  a  server, 
which  links  the  computers  and  allows  the  instructor  to 
send  out  various  programs  to  each  computer.

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The  Union  College  Baseball 
finished  the  1992  campaign  with 
an  unprecedented  overall 
record  of  35-13-1.  The  35  wins 
was  the  second-most  in  school 
history,  one  win  shy  of  the  1991 
team  record  of  36. 

But  on  top  of  an  impressive 
record,  the  Bulldogs  won  the 
NAIA  District  32  championship 
for  the  first  time  since  1978. 

Union  advanced,  after  the 
district  tournament,  to  the 
NAIA  Area  VII  championship. 
After  an  impressive  start  the 
Dawgs  lost  their  second  game  of 
the  tournament  to  Mount  Olive 
College  of  North  Carolina,  by  a 
heart-breaking  score  of  4-3 .  The 
loss  eliminated  the  Bulldogs. 
Union  came  up  only  two  wins 
shy  of  a  trip  to  the  NAIA  World 
Series  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

Senior  pitcher/outfielder 
Wink  Laughead  was  named  to 
the  All-NAIA  Area  VII  team. 
Laughead  led  the  Bulldogs  with 
an  11-2  record  and  an  earned- 
run  average  of  just  over  two 
runs  per  outing.  He  became  only 
the  third  pitcher  in  Union  Col- 
lege history  to  post  10  or  more 
wins  in  a  season,  aside  of  team- 
mate David  Duncan. 

In  addition,  Laughead  led  the 
team  in  strikeouts  and  batted 
nearly  .400.  Laughead  was  also 
the  District  32  Player  of  the 
Year. 

Tony  Hatmaker,  Mike  Jack- 
son and  Pat  Leadingham  all 
three  racked  up  first  team  All- 
District  honors. 

Neil  Schaffner,  John

Union's  Athletes  of  the  Year 


Union  College  named  its  male 
and  female  Athletes  of  the  Year 
at  the  annual  Union  College 
Athletic  Banquet. 

Doug  Wilkins,  a  senior  guard 
on  the  men's  basketball  team, 
was  chosen  as  the  male  Athlete 
of  the  Year,  while  Amber  Spen- 
cer, a  junior  forward  with  the 
women's  basketball  squad ,  won 
the  female  Athlete  of  the  Year 
honors. 

Wilkins  finished  his  career 
at  Union  as  the  Bulldogs'  eighth 
all-time  leading  scorer  with 
1,427  points.  In  the  1991-92 
season  he  led  the  Dawgs  in  scor- 
ing, averaging  15.3  points  per 
game  while  dishing  out  a  team- 
high  102  assists.  He  broke  his 
own  team  record  this  past  sea- 
son with  101  three-pointers,  one 
more  than  the  mark  he  set  in 
1990-91. 

The  two-time  AI1-KIAC  and 
All-District  32  performer  con- 
nected on  300  career  three- 
point  field  goals,  and  for  the 
last  two  seasons  Wilkins  has 
finished  sixth  in  the  NAIA  in 
three-point  goal  percentage. 

Wilkins  connected  for  a  sea- 
son-high 28  points  in  his  final 
regular-season  home  game 
against  Berea  College. 

Spencer  became  the  Lady 
Bulldogs' all-time  leading  scorer 
on  Jan.  23  in  a  home  game 
against  Lindsey  Wilson  College. 
She  ended  the  season  with  a 
career  total  of  1,458  points. 

Like  Wilkins,  Spencer  is  a 
two-time  All-KIAC  and  All-Dis- 
trict selection.  This  past  season 
she  averaged  20.3  points  per 
0111111!;  and  11.4  rebounds.
